Tbey, however, rnshod past him 
laughingly plunged In and almost immedi- 
ately were swept away by the treaoherons 
under-current and drowned before his eyes 
and before he oonld reach them. The bodies 
have not been recovered. 

[The father of the two youiig people was 
in Viotoria yeatrrdiiy, when the news of 
the distressing oaaualty reached him. He 
loft for home by this (rharsdey) morning'a 
steamer.] 

Soon after the news of the drowning of 
the Spillman children reached this city in- 
telligence came that Robert Manning, a 
youLig nian about '2'> years old, had been 
drowned while Bwiinming from bin cabin on 
False creek to a boom of loga. The pcoiiln 
on tho wharf thought ho wan fooling when 
iio llnew up hia bands, and no oir'jrt v.au 
made to aavo him. M inning wa.i a popular 
young man lu tho city. Two distrefleing 
accidents in one day threw a gloom over tho 
city.

ALIEN IMMIGRANTS. 

Tiie lionse of liords I'aases to Its Second 
Reading the Bill for Their ReRuliition. 

LiiN iHis, .July bS. — In the Houao of Lordu 
yi.'ateriUty Lord Sali.iliury foriii.iliy moved 
tho aenond reading of the alien imiiiij;i anta 
bill. Lord Roaebery oppo'itul thu bill on 
the ground that such propoaale ought uot to 
be made to Parliament except upon tho ini- 
tiative of the government. It was not 
through neglect on the part of the present 
Ministry, he declared, that the alien ques- 
tion had not been touched. When Lord 
Salisbury was in iiower the caae againat 
aliiin immigrants wau inlinitily atronger 
than it is now, aa iinmi^nitioa waa 
much greater; yot tho Conacrvative Min- 
isters thou opposed apieial IcgiHlution on 
the ground that aliona were f.;\v, 'iiid \liiU 
tho right of uiiyltiiii in l'',rii;lnnd oH;.;ht In he 
upheld. Loi'i Kuaobery qiiotod copiouHly 
from iilatiaticv showing that iinini^'riition waa 
now at a lower point than it had rt^aohtd in 
many yi;iirii. The Hill, ho aaya, lii.i not the 
alighteat chance of Locuu.iii;^ ,> hr.i', \l 
waa therefore a waale of time to put it 
thronijh tho Honno of Lorda. On the 
authority of the lioiiic ollico ho could deny 
all the alU'gatiniiH that any plot agninst a 
foreign governnienL or an oliicial of a foreign 
goveinmi'til bad boon hatched in Ungland 
aince I he preneiit ministry oame into power. 
He adviai'd Lord Salisbury, by all moans, to 
drop tho meafluro. 

Lojd Salisbury oxproaaed regret at tho 
governtncnt's refusal to aupporb tho bill, 
which was nccesaary leginlation in tho direc- 
tion of protecting tho wnrkingmoa against 
tho oompotition of low priced labor and alao 
au u preventative of England's becoming a 
purmanent aaylum for anarchistio refugees. 
The (jueation was aoserioas that he declined 
to withdraw the measure, 

Earl Cowper ho|()ed that Lord Salisbury 
would not divide the house on the measure 
inaamuoh aa there was no prospect of its be- 
coming law during this aession. A division 
wua taken and the bill passed its second 
reading— 89 to ,'17.

Thiy were aealora who 
took poaaession of the Rand off Sitka and 
terrorized Capt. VVoaterle and tho crew 
by threats of instant death. Thia ia 
the captain's story: "I had been on 
a voyage oST Sitka aod returned. 
The Indian aealors were paid off 
and at ouco went for tho ahoro. I aaked 
them to come back aa 1 waa not through 
with them. They eaid they would not come 
unless I gave thoin S.'i moro for each canoe, 
and I consented. Aa eoon as wo got well on 
tho voyage the Indiana acted ugly and 1 bo- 
came afraid for the safety of the white crow 
of five beaidea mytelf. I looked eagerly for 
a man of-war without nucoesa. Suddenly, 
as if they had planned it, they took poaeea- 
aion of tho Bohoonor. Two Indiana, how- 
over, loyally kept by u«. Two Indians, 
tJcorgo and Moae, ran the ship. They had 
knives and acted wild, keeping tho company 
of eight in a state of awful terror by their 
threats. We were in a state of physical 
und mental agony during the reign of these 
red savages. At one inataot a knife would 
be nourished in front of my neck with the 
cheerful query " will I slit your throat or 
drown you," 0! the agony was awful. 

" We were in the power of demons 
Natives of our province they were, but the 
veneer of civili/.ttion waa rubbed off as soon 
aa they felt tiioir power. They held wild 
orgies with denioniac;aeance8, and we hid 
away half starved to keep out of reach of 
tbidr aharji knives or from being puiihed 
oir the Bcho.ner to lind graves in 
the diatant v/.vtera of tho Xorlb. liii'^ the 
fates wero with ub, liy ahcer good fortune 
our almost certain doom was averted, uhiln 
they were running tho vesBel goodneao itnows 
where. I and my faithful bund, were 
watching and wailing alnioal bopelesHly 
for aonutlitiig to turn up. .Suddenly 
when least expnc'-Lng it, tho mutinoiH 
aealor.H rushi d liclow to look for liquor, fund 
or liteai'iiiK — I do not know, '.hiick aa a 
II ibIi the aix wliitii f-ailoi.-i and two loyal In- 
dians Irid ba't'-iioil down the hutchi'S mid 
L'ei/.iiig i.ur rillcs, hid r.u ay early in tlie 
tri.ulile volley aft'.-r volley waa tired over 
them. Tho mutinouB aavagea were 
caught like rata in a trap. 

The yella of the balll id I abuil heir till my 
dying day. Wo .'Ct all saila and never took 
them down. A simoon would not have 
tempted ua to reef one inch of eanvaa 
md there we atood tiring day and 
night over this'i hatcliea and tho nuuin- 
ou3 captives dared not lift a finger to 
liberate themselves. At last we made 
Sitka worn out but alive, and thankful for 
being liberated l<y a most miraculous inter- 
vention of Provideooe. It waa nothing 
else. At Sitka the Indians wero formally 
taken in charge by the authorities, secured 
in the hold and brought here by me, v. h'. re 
they were lodged in tho Vancouver jail.

INCREASE THE U S. ARMV. 

General Hchofleld Believes Thia to Ho tlio Triit! 
I'ollcy in View of Hecont Kxporleni'eR. 

HdsTo.s-, July Is — .Major General .Scho- 
Uold, oommaudiog the U.S. army, has ar- 
rived in Boston on his way to Bar Harbor. 
He said that tho late strike in Chicago had 
caused him to modify hia views expreasod in 
a recently puhliuhcd article, in which ho had 
taken the ground that a small but well dis- 
oiiilined army with better coast defences 
would be aullicient lo protect the country 
from invasion. The question of interior 
disturhanoea had not been raised at that 
time. Tho General said : " I think upon 
considering the events which have recently 
taken place that an iDcrease of the army's 
force IB needed. Several thousand men 
should bo added at once. A amall army well 
diaoiplined is obviously superior to a large 
one ill trained, but a larger army well 
drilled is now almost absolntoly rciiiired." 

In speaking of massing troops near largo 
citioB, he said: "It has boon the policy of 
tho government to mobili/ i trnop.s iieur rail- 
road oentree, bb the centres have boon 
largo cities the problem baa b'>en solved to a 
great extent,. 'I'lio troopa are placed near 
Chicago, for inalanco. I waa in command of 
that diviaion in LSSt At. that time this 
mobili/.ing of aaldiera waa done. It ia done 
yot becauBO (Jniuago Ih a largo city and bo- 
cauao it ia the railroad centre of tho entire 
Borthorn frontier. Wo can send a largo 
force under Lhiu Byatom to any desired 
point. This policy was begun aa soon as 
the Indian outbreaks bad been suppressed 
and outposts wore abolished." ■

Prices shov/ juat ua great an irregularity as 
a week ago iu all the staplcR, cottons re- 
maining generally unaltered for dark prints 
and ctinghams. In the woolen goods depart- 
ments conditions continue unsatisfactory 
and without material improvement on a 
week ai'o.

'I'ho prelimin- 
ary examination comea up in the superior 
court at this placo thia ni'irning and the men 
were compelled to leave their posta for that 
place. Thus tho company is left without 
ewitchineu for an indcliuile period.

THE OOLOaiAL COS FERENaa. 

The Ottawa Conference has attracted a 
good (leil of attention. Many who ucoU'ed 
at the idea of cloaer union between tireal 
liritain und lier colonies than now ohtiiiua 
luivo b'.en inipresaed by the spectacle of the 
reproaentativoa of the Mother Country and 
her groat self Koverninc; dependencies meet 
iog to discuss measures to advance their 
Cjiiimon welfare. Tho Conference waa an 
cmtwatd and visible aign tliat the prt ject of 
1. clos";- union between (iront Britain and 
her culoniea id uunietliing more than 
visioDiiry aohemo altogether unworthy 
the attention of sensible men. It 
muat have occurred to some of the soof' 
fers that the expcrionci il atateflmen who 
met ic conieronce at OUawa were not likely 
to waBle their time conaidering un utterly 
impracticable theory. 

The conference is, too, an indication of 
the progress which the idea of Imperial 
Federation has made among the men who 
are best able to oppreoiato its importance. 
Such a conference five years ago would have 
heon pcouted as an abaurdii-y. Practical 
ipi-n, it would be said, could never be pro 
vailed upon to meet in an out-of- 
tbe-wtiy part of the world to seriously 
consider what was then believed by 
many to bo an airy nothing. Hut 
this impossibility haa been ucoompliahod 
and we are convinced it will bo productive 
of results aullicieutly subatautiul to com 
mand the reapeot of oven the " pruolioal ' 
men who look upon any proposal to bring 
communities whose interests are so uncon 
nected and so diverae aa thoeo of the colon 
ies of Great Britain closer together than 
they are lit prcaent. The Tor 'iiio Mail of 
the 1 I Ji iiist containa avme leiiiurka on the 
Colonial Conference which are worthy of 
tbe attention of intelligent Canadians. It 
says : 

it ia safe to Hiy that no more renmrUabl 
assembly than that jiial cloHiid hai ever bei i 
held on thia aide ol tho Ailantic. In ih 
first place tlieru came to it fl ali amen from 
thecorneia of the earth, leatifying Ijy their 
pregeiice, to tbu unily and aoliiliiy uf ih 
Hriliah Hiiipire. Her .Majealy'a puai-iafiiona 
are widely diali ibuteil ; bul her people are 
ihorougbly united. In tlio aecoiul pli 
the gathering uaa held at a colonial capital 
which, but a few years ago, waa an out of 
the-way and uiilinown vilihgo in tho forest 
Tl-.ia ::(licU(iTi of Ottawa ciuphaaizes 
the wonderful growth of Iho (jbieen'e 
dominions. In former tiinea no 
portant aBseinbly having to do with 
the Interest of the Kinpiro could poaeibly bo 
held elsewhere than in London. Now, the 
coDVOoient, because it is the most central, 
rallying point is the capital of Canada. A 
third feature of the Conforonoo ia tho algni- 
ficanoe it attaches to colonial opinion 
Hitherto Downing street has, to u very largo 
extent, formulated colonial policy, aud has 
regulated the relations of the colonies to 
each other, to the Mother Land, and to for' 
cign countrica. Now, tho colonies oro be 
ginning to aBaert tliuinaolves. Instead of 
waiting for the Cclonial Socrotary to direct 
thoir ways, they meet in aolemn con- 
oluvo und agree to tell that functionary, 
roepectfully, of couree, what tboy 
want done. The ('onference from Iheao 
pointa of view prDclainiH tlie clmnging 
conlitiona of the Colonial lOinpirn. (Iroat- 
cr tiritain ia apeaUing in louder toiiea on l)o- 
half of new fraiiebiaea, not to woaUen the 
union, but to render it liruier aiul more en- 
during. Of tlio roBullH of llio doliberatioii.s 
of this Cooferenoo w great iloul has not yet 
been learned. There can bo little doubt, 
however, that it has dealt with the com- 
mercial question In its three-fold aspeoti. It 



has called upon the Mother Country to as- 
sist in tho survey of the route of the pro. 
jectcd Facifio and atl-Britieb oable ; it has 
declared in favor of t^e Paolfio steamahip 
Borvico ; and it haa asked for the removal of 
all obatruotions, whether they be legislatiyo 
cr diplomatio, to preferential Inter-oolonial 
tradiui;. 

I'he London Times does not think tho 
Colonial Conference beneath its notice. It 

has for it words both of commendation und 
oncouragoniont. It aaya ; 

Tho work done at Ottawa ia tho Euipniing 
up und oxpreusion of the evolution of opinion 
whioh liaa been going on for a iiuarter of a 
century and now renched a atago at which it 
must now bo recogniz -d ua a powerful factor 
in deiorrnining ttus policy of liie iOiiipiru. 
haa iitlirmcd the unity of the lOuipire, not ua 
a mere abalraet continent depending upon 
agilely coucuived tiea of blood, bul ua tho 
hxaU oi tho practical aaaertiou of an econtmiio 
principal and poliiicttl right. While firmly 
graaping and oxproEsing tho principle of 
Imperial uuity and tho main corollary of 
unity among the uolonica thomBolves, tho 
Colonial delegules havo shown moat adiuir- 
ublo reticence and restraint in dealing with 
praotioal applications, 

In diaouBsing tbe Qsoal resolutions tho 
T'itnea aaya : 

If tho colonies were in a position to 
supply for order und ataplo raw mulerials 
for our industrioB, oue great dilli uilty in tlio 
way of Bucli cuatouia arraugemcnta aa tliey 
coutemplufo would be couaiderably diniin- 
iahed. Vet ita total diiiappearanco can 
b irdly be conceived of, except, in auch pro- 
duction by tho ooloniili that they would na- 
turally mouopolizo t ho homo market with- 
out any apecial favor. 

The Morning I'ont, another inllueniial 
organ of public opinion in Kngland, aaya : 

The real roaulta of Iho Colonial confer- 
once in Ottawa havo been to cement more 
tirnily than ever tho b,inds of uliioity be- 
tween the coloniea and tho Mother Country 
und make it clear that tho aim and object of 
the cobiniea la to bo couaidered a part of the 
united iMupire, and to ehalter ouco for all 
the 'jbam and unpatriotic theorioM of aepar- 
atintH. It ia p'eoaiiig to uoo the coloniea 
waking lo tho fact that tho lOnipiro ia u 
aolid unity. It should not bo very diliioult 
to ao amend Iho commercial treatieu with 
ISelginm aud (Jermany aa to remove all ob- 
ataclea. Space doea not allow u.a to deal with 
the minor i.|ueationa diecueaed, bul it cannot 
bo doubtea that tho work undertaken has 
been done well and cannot fail to bear good 
fruit. 



Cleveland baa aotei with more than grdin- 
ary fearlessnesa. He baa not, aa other presi- 
dents might have done, aoted aa a typical 
politician, who thinka only of. bene fi ting his 
party or himself by bia aotioDS, but be haa 
aoted us tho upright, ooarageoui ruler of a 
country whoso National Geveromont abould 
bo upboUI at every huz trd, and of which law 
and order should ba among the fundamental 
principles. 

Perhaps wo should not draw oontraata, but 
I ounnot liolp contrasting President (llevo- 
lund in thia turbulent time to the late Preei- 
dont 1>uchunun, who stood confronted with 
a Boiiiowhut aimiiar oriaia in 1861. Preai- 
dent Buchanan showed none of the courage 
and strength which Mr. Cleveland haa 
shown within the last two weeks. I think 
hi;: pi 'je! '.!!<.!'.'.ions hft«e nerved their purpose 
oven further; than could at first have been 
expected, ua I hear that tho aapect in Chi- 
cago ia decidedly brighter. 

Columns of such tributes to tho I'rcai- 
dont'a ability and fearlesancsa could be 
quoted, but it ia not neoessary. lOvery man 
cipablo of rdloction must ace that Mr. 
Cleveland has saved his country from atrifo 
und ilisoriler, aud lias done much lo niako 
government rin[ieotod by many who believed 
that its authority could be defied und aot at 
naught with impunity.

A NEir STATE. 



Utsh will soon be a state of tho Union. A 
bill fur its admission has been piaaod by 
Congress and now awaits tho rresidont's 
aignaturo. Aa far aa population aud wealth 
are concerned Utah has for many yours 
been entitled to the rights, privileges and 
powers of statehood. In 1890 it had a 
population of 207,905 and tho aaaosaed vMue 
of ita property wua $10 1,70^,7.">0. Other 
territorioa leaa populoua und far leas 
wealthy havo been admitted into the Union, 
but Utah wua kept out becaueo polygamy 
was practised by a large proportion of its 
population. The Mormon religion was, 
too, in a eeuso political. It required 
abauluto obodieoce to tho commands of 
tho church, Aud ua thoEc oomrnanda 
might bo contrary to the laws of tho United 
Statca it waa considered unsafe aud im- 
proper to extend lo the Mormon community 
tbe privileges of complete self-government. 
Tho Mormons for a long time withstood the 
force of the public opinion of the United 
.Slatea with respect to what ia calk il thoir 
" peculi^-.r inetitu lion. " liut ll'.e practice of 
polygamy waa, beaidta being unlawful, con- 
sidered by the Gentile world ao disgraceful 
that many Mormons openly repudiated it. 
The operation of tbe Edmunds law, too, 
threw so many obstacles in tbe way of tho 
inatitution'a being continued that to mit- 
waril appoarancee, at any rate, it seeuia to 
havo in a very great measure diod 
out in the To.ritory.

It will, howtver, 
soon be seen whether or not the great 
majority of the members of the Mormon 
church havo in roalily renounced polygamy. 
U'hcn thty have tho power lo make their 
own Iii-.'.a Ibey may consider that they have 
V ri^hi t» legalize their peculiar institution 
and may try to establish it by legal enact- 
ment. If they make the attempt there will 
no doubt bo trouble in tho new State. 
Utah will bo the forty-fifth State of the 
Union. Arizona, New Mexico and UUIa- 
hoinu will, after Utah bocoinea a Slate, be 
the only territories remaining.

CANNIBALS Otf mu. 

The RsvoUinir Prnctices Still Rampant In tho 
South Sea Islands. 

The public generally are of the opiaion 
that the practioo of man-eating is now 
almost extioot, or that ut least it only ex- 
iata In tho remotest diatriota of Central 
Africa, and that oven there it is praotiaod to 
only a imiall extent by Boattorcd tnbea. 
Such a prtaumption is indeed entirely or- 
ronooua, for among tho islands of the South 
Seaa and particularly in the New Hobridea 
and Solomon groups, many unforlunatca aro 
Btill Bacrificed to the uppotitta of their fol- 
lowa, and in aoinu iilacea tho craving for 
human lleah ia so great that burials seldom 
take place, alinoat all bodiea being eaten. 

Certainly a aon -.vill not feaat upon his 
father, but ho will inform hia frienda in a 
neighboring village that an old nuui ha.a jiiat 
died and that they had hotter eend anil gel 
tho moat, and ou occaaion ollering, he ex 
pecta a return in aimilar kind. Within the 
paat ten yearn iit least ten veaaela 
ongiig'jd in trade and in llio labor 
tr.dlic have bjen attacked and in 
a number of ca^ea their crewa have been 
killed and ealeii. lUre and tli. re along the 
iioauia of tlieae d uigoroua ialea uro located 
vontureaoiiie traders of varioua nationuli 
tiea, w ho are engagi d in the cojir,', and 
leche do mer Irado. 

Tliiue men general'y come either friiiii 
Aualrulia or .Samoa. They aro lauded from 
the veaael which bring them, aiid generally 
in pluiea which aro looked upon aa .a . fe or in 
placca where the nalivoa have a[ipeared 
eapecially friendly. T'ho Bohooucr which 
landa lliiiii uaually Ilea at anchor, while 
moat uf her crew go ashoro and help the 
trar'.tr erect; hia cabin and surround it with 
a Blmit fence. Then, aa a rule, tln-y leave 
with him four or live "black btiya" or iiativis 
of rliafaut inlands (peihapa (,f tho name 
group), who aro to eiil out and [iropare hia 
copra for tho market aud to a;t as hia faith- 
ful body-guard. His atook in trade uaually 
conaiats of 50 or 6U pounds of small beads, a 
tierce or two of tobacco and a supply of olay 
^ipea and jews barps. These be keeps inside 
his house lo stout pine or kauri obesta made 
for tho purpoie. He trades in many cases for 
cocoanuts only ; these are brought late in 
tho afternoon to the gate In front of hia en- 
closuro. Tho seller then utters a peouliar 
cry which ia beard on the inside by the ser- 
vants or by the trader himself. The outs 
are partially husked and arc tied 
with fibres in bunchoa of ten. 'Llieaa 
bundles are thrown within tho tn- 
olcauro and aro tallied aa they aro re- 
ceived. 'The aellor ia aakeil what tie wants. 
If beads, ho has Lliem ineaaured out to him 
by the clay pipeful, about tiOO nuts being 
the usual pr.yment for ao much beads. If he 
wiahes tobacco then ho is given ao many 
sticks as he ia entitled to accordiog to the 
aizo of the stick and according to the num- 
ber of nula he haa brought. 

Tho trader uaually cirriea a revolve'- in a 
cnnspicuoiis ])lace and ia not alow to uae il 
if ho has occaaion lo do ao. When niita ure 
plentiful and tipb .cca conaeijuent ly eaaily to 
bo had the trader ia left unlianiieii, bet 
when these conditions alter and a tobarcD 
famine exiuts then there is danger. The 
trader ia liable lo bo speared or hit with a 
poisoned arrow or his house set on fire at 
night and himself and his black retainera 
killed as they endeavor to escape from tho 
flamns. 

Natives of these grouiui aro ao fierce and 
t reacheroua t hat one trilu haa little coin- 
muuioation with another, ttnd on ialauds 
only 40 or 50 miles in length, two or three 
absolutely different languages will be apokcn, 
a creek or mountain separating the ditlerent 
tribes, who have not the least communica- 
tion one with the other, except when meat 
or elavca are wanted, Thrse cannibals are 
u email, d.uk race of Papuans, and are not 
to bo compared with the noble looking 
Sanie.in or the ntately Tongans. 

Polyueaia ia of vast extent and oontaina 
many curinua peoples, acoonnts of whose 
strange liahitu and customs have filled many 
voluuii'U of intensely intcrcating literature. 
The larye troupe who aro toconimenco their 
entertidnmenl al Ouk Hay to-morrow have 
been gathered from all parts of thu .S';Ulh 
.Seas anil are fair apecimena of the varioue 
nic.-o that they repreaent. Thia company 
hive a well known lepu-ation and it ia aaid 
that itieir enteriainii ent ii very pleasing 
and highly instiuutivo; they stay 
hero hut a few days and then de- 
part for the Eaatorn states. 

On occasions of cannibal feasts, the par- 
licipanta engage In singing and dancing and 
their gestures and contortions are weird, 
horrible, yet fascinating.

Spurs v.'oro oiieo worn by most 
luon of rank wiili ovoii'Iilc dross and are

The Moderator, Rev. I). A. Macrae, pro- 
aid'ed, the othiir niemhera of the Prcabytory 
present being Rev. Dr. Campbell, Rev. A. 
li. Winoheater, Rev. T. H. Rogers, Retr. W. 
I^. Clay, Rev. D, M«oRae, Mr. Thornton 
lu ll and Mr, J. T. Bathune, Mr. Millard, 
of Tauomu, sitting as corresponding mem- 
ber. 

Koutiiio busiuoas bavins been finished the 
various papers in ooimoctiun with tho iicti- 
tiou for the new congri gation were received

Mr lUirna followed, pointing out that tho 
liuaiici-.'i ut tlio coufjri galion were in a hiuih- 
factory coniiiliun, the collections having for 
the time the Central church was running 
anK-uiitcd to $l,(i.)3, or at the rate of §1,888 
a year. 

Hov. I).". Campbell asked for an approx- 
imate idea of what tho tiimncea were likely 
to be, und ui-.ggeste!! that as the Presbytery 
were bound to fee that the pastor of the 
church waa supported tlio aubsjription list 
of ihecdiuruh should be furnialied. 

Mr. Shaw replied that they had not tho 
list with them, hut ho cuusidorcd that 
promises for the future \vero not us good 
evidence aa the auiiou.'. of the p.ist. 

Mr. Iiurns pointtd out that while their 
rent in tho old Methodist church ran to 
in tho winter months now they only had a 
nominal rent of fifty cents a month and $10 
for a jinitor. 

Tho deputation stated further that thouyh 
they could not of themoelvea give a gu:ir- 
anteo for the minimum stipend ($1,(100 a 
year) for tho pastor, the Pretbytsry could 
rest assured that would bo settled SiKU- 
factorily at tho cQOliog in««tiiig of thQ cqd 
gregation.

COREAN AFFAIRS. 

The U. 8. Express Dissatisfaction With Jap- 
an's Policy in Uoreii— A Ohlucie 
Complication. 

New YoKii, July 18 —The Sun's Waah- 
iogton correspondent telographa that ho has 
learned that tlie Chinese ministor, who haa 
been in frecpient communication of lato with 
the Secretary of .Stikte regarding the strained 
relation! txiating bet ween ,Jap.»n and C'orea, 
has linally induced the Secretary to send an 
ollici;d Cable diaiiatcii to the .1 apauene gov- 
ernment expreasing ilie diaaatiafuciiou of 
the United Slates with the policy which 
.Japan haa been following v.i\t\ regard to 
Coroa, and closing with theee importani 
words: "The L'nittd Siu'.es ie,-i.,,i wiUi 
regret tho levying of an unjust war by daj). 
an upon a weak and dufencoloaa nation like 
(!ori-a." 

Tho Japanese governineno moiie no reply. 
At the Japanese legation tho ollioials pro- 
fess to know nothing whatever about the 
belligerent message and expreaj gravo 
doubt as lo tho accuracy of tlio atory. 'J'hoy 
declare their conlidenco io and their eBteem 
for the Secretary of .State, and L.vy ti;at he 
h IS always treated them wilh tlie greatest 
courtesy and attention. If any sudi com- 
iriunicfttiou has boon aeut to tli' ir govern- 
ment they think il inuht have been trans- 
niii;.d iiiiou;'li .M- D'l-.n, the U'liit-d 
.Stii'ea iiiiniKli r to i'okio. 'I'he cone 'p-iiident 
adile : " There is no doubt abeiii the ex- 
istence of tho calile diiijulch. Secretary 
(Irenhini has aliov.n a copy of ii to Sir 
.1 ultan 1 'auneofote, Riitieh amb.iuaiujor, tlio 
C'lineiie and Curean leg.iliona have copies of 
it, and the f.ic ol itn existencu ia knonn to 
B.ivi ial nil inhers of the senate and the liouoe 
commil'.eo on foreign relations. 'J'lui dis- 
p itch practically iducea the United Slatea 
on the aide of China in her dispute with 
Japan and Russia and baa probably dustroy- 
ed with a single atroko of the pon all tho 
good reautt'i that havo been gained hy half 
a century of diplomacy and friendly rela- 
tions with .Japan."
